Escalating clashes in capital 


Jerusalem Post Reporters 

Palestinian youths angry over the 
mysterious shooting death Tuesday 
of one of their peers clashed yester- 
day with border policemen angry 
over the serious wounding of one of 
their men by a concrete block hurled 
from a roof in Jerusalem’s Old City. 


There were violent confrontations 
throughout East Jerusalem as police 
investigators sought to discover how 
the 16-year-old resident of the Old 
City’s Christian Quarter had died. 
His death sparked the most recent 
wave of unrest, which led to the 
injury of the border policeman who 
lay partially conscious yesterday in 
Hadassab Hospital, Ein Kerem. 


The escalating tensions in the city 
were accompanied by a flurry of dip- 
lomatic and political maneuvers. 
The Supreme Moslem Council 
asked European and American con- 
suls to help them stop the Religious 
Affairs Ministry’s planned excava- 


tion in the Moslem Quarter.(See 
story page 12) 

The National Religious Party ap- 

nouaced that it planned to move its 
national headquarters into a building 
on the Mount of Olives in East Jeru- 
salem. (see adjacent story) 
- Three Tebiya MKs toured the 
Temple Mount (Haram e-Sharif) 
and announced that members of 
their local branch planned to visit 
the Moslem-administered site once 
a week. 

Though only a few injuries were 
reported, the tensions were high in 
both the Old City and other parts of 
East Jerusalem. Several bus and car 
windows were shattered by Palestin- 
ians’ stones and one woman passen- 
ger was injured in the head. A Be- 
zek telephone worker and a 
policeman fired their weapons in the 
air after two separate stone-throw- 
ing attacks in East Jerusalem, Israel

Levy estimated that about 10 Pales- 
tinians had been arrested yesterday

and a similar number on Tuesday. 
But Palestinians reported much 
greater numbers of people who were 
taken to jail, though they may have 
been released after questioning. 

The police offered no new infor- 
mation yesterday about the death of 
Niad Rabaddi, 16, who was killed 
while riding his bicycle in an area 
known as the Post Office neighbour- 
hood, just north of Jerusalem's city 
limits. 

Witnesses said on Tuesday he was 
shot by soldiers. Officials at Mo- 
kassed hospital confirmed that he 
died of a bullet wound in the chest. 

Jerusalem police chief Yosef Ye- 
huda'i said that his investigators 
were looking into the matter, 
though it was still not clear whether 
the shooting was within the jurisdic- 
tion of the army or the police. 

“Someone is dead," Yehuda'i 
said. “Maybe it was criminally moti- 
vated, maybe someone was settling 
accounts. We don't know. There's 
no evidence.”

Troops battle rioters in Jenin, Hebron area 


3 die in W. Bank’s 
worst day in months

Troops yesterday killed three Pal- 
estinians in clashes with rioters in 
the West Bank, the highest singie- 
day death toll in over two months. 

In Jenin, dozens of youths, some 
of whose faces were hidden by kef- 
fiyehs, blocked two main roads with 
barricades and burning tyres and 
hurled rocks and bottles at Israeli 
cars and troops, military sources 
said. Military vehicles trying to clear 
the streets were also attacked. 

Hisham Zeid, 21, was killed, and 
officials at Jenin hospital said he had 
been shot in the chest. Fu'ad Urabi, 
16, was critically wounded, and later 
died. Palestinian sources said he had 
been evacuated to Rambam Hospi- 
tal in Haifa. 

Military sources said three other 
persons were wounded by gunfire, 
and one by a rock. Palestinian 
sources said five were wounded, in- 
cluding a [3-year-old boy and 25- 
year-old man, both of whom were 
shot in the head. The man was trans- 
ferred in critical condition to Ma- 


kassed Hospital in East Jerusalem. 

At Shuyukh near Hebron, sol- 
diers shot and killed a man trying to 
hurl 2 petrol bomb during a distur- 
bance, military sources said. Pales- 
tinian sources identified the victim 
as Zaki al-Khalaika, 23. and said he 
had been shot in the back. Soldiers 
are under orders to fire immediately 
at persons hurling petrol bombs. 

The army reported two other per- 
sons lightly wounded, but Palestin- 
fan sources said three had been in- 
jured. The clashes erupted at 
Shuyukh when protesters barricad- 
ed roads, raised Palestinian flags 
and hurled stones at soldiers trying 
to pass through the village, the Pal- 
estinian sources said. 

At least 220 Palestinian have been 
killed in the territories during the 
seven-month uprising in the areas. 

The Palestinian sources reported 
additional clashes at Idna and Bani 
Naim, also in the Hebron area. 

A youth was shot and wounded in 
the leg during clashes in Nablus, and 
protesters barricaded roads and 
pelted troops with stones in Ramal- 


fah, according to Palestinian 
sources. Clashes were also reported 
in e-Ram and Kalkilya. 

In another development, military 
sources confirmed that five soldiers, 
including an officer and woman sol- 
dier, are being courtmartialled an 
charges of beating prisoners on 22 
occasions at the Daharyia detention 
centre. In one case. according to the 
charges, an officer beat prisoners 
who refused to mimic animal calls. 
In other instances, prisoners were 
clubbed, kicked and smashed into 
walls, according to the charge sheet. 
The woman soldier, a secretary of 
the prison commander, is charged 
with clubbing several prisoners. 


Sources in the Judea and Samaria 
Civil Administration said 1,000 
Arab employees faced layoffs due to 
budget cutbacks caused by a steep 
decline in tax collection during the 
uprising in the territories. The man- 
power reductions are expected to be 
gradual, and will include reductions 
in administrative staff at govern- 
ment hospitals. 


New headquarters on Mount of Olives 
NRP plans move to East Jerusalem

The National Religious Party in- 
tends to move its headquarters from 
Tel Aviv to East Jerusalem within 
the next few weeks as soon as reno- 
vations on the new premises, locat- 
ed on the slope of the Mount of 
Olives, are completed. 

The NRP decided to move its in- 
stitutions to Jerusalem about a year 
and a half ago, but only recently 
found a suitable abode. The party's 
new home is a two-storied Arab- 


style mansion with a red tile roof - 


and arched windows, situated on 60 


dunams in East Jerusalem between 
the Mount of Olives and Mount 
Scopus. 

The building is owned by a half- 
American, haif-Israeli millionaire 
who gave the house to the NRP free 
of rent for the first year, with an 
option for extending the contract to 
five more years at very reasonable 
Tent. 

Renovations are to begin on the 
structure next week. NRP sources 
said yesterday they did not believe 
the NRP would sell the Kastel build- 
ing in Tel Aviv, where its headquar- 
ters and offices are located now. 


The NRP will fire its opening 
election salvo next Wednesday in 
Jerusalem's Binyanei Ha"Uma with 
a rally attended by thousands from 
all over the country, an audio-visual 
show and festive ceremony. 

Earlier that day, a symbolic cere- 
mony of signing the rental lease on 
the new NRP home will take place, 
followed by a guided tour of hun- 
dreds of youngsters from the house 
on the Mount of Olives to the Lions 
Gate and Western Wall. The tour 
guide will be Hanan Porat, one of 
if NRP's leading Knesset candi- 

ites. 


Nurses stay on job; leaders still fasting

Threats of a nationwide nurses’ 
strike did not materialize yesterday 
but four hunger-striking nursing 
leaders said last night that they will 
continue their fast into its ninth day 
today because they are dissatisfied 
with an agreement reached by top 
Treasury and Histadrut officials 
over additional nursing slots in the 
hospitals. 

“If negotiations with us do not 
begin quickly, Tl have no control 
over my colleagues,”* said Hana Co- 
hen, one of the four hunger strikers. 

The four are to be joined today in 
their strike outside the Prime Minis- 
ter’s office by three other hospital 
bead nurses. 

The nurses have demanded a 28 
per cent increase in job slots to re- 
lieve the heavy workload of nurses 
already on the wards. The Treasury 
has agreed to 24 per cent -- or a total 
of 3,500 extra nurses compared with 
the number almost two years ago. 
But the nurses maintain that they 
have not been provided a copy of 
the accord reached on Tuesday 
night by the “follow-up committee” 
comprising Ya’acov Danon of the 
Treasury and Haim Haberfeld of the 
Histadnt. 

They suspect that some of the ex- 


tra nurses are in fact national service 
volunteers, 18- and 19-year-old reli- 
gious girls who do auxiliary, but not 
Strictly nursing. work in many hospi- 
tals. 

The Knesset Labour and Social 
Affairs Committee, chaired by MX 
Ora Namir, met yesterday with the 
nurses and heard their complaints. 
Namir said afterwards that the vari- 
ous sides should sit down immedi- 
ately and negotiate. Health Minister 
Shoshana Arbeli-Almoslino said lat- 
er that she sided with the nurses in 
their demands, and that they had 
“not been consulted™ by the follow- 
up committee. 

But Haberfeid. head of the trade 
union department of the Histadrut, 
said he was the official representa- 
tive of the nurses, and that they had 
been consulted many times until the 
last moment, when he and Danon 
tuled. He said that the 3,500 addi- 
tional oursmng slots were “very gener- 
ous” and urged the nurses to work 
normally. 

Meanwhile, sanctions by the doc- 
tors at Kupat Holim Clalit and state 
hospitals continue, with no outpa- 
tient clinics open and only emergen- 
cy surgery to be performed.

(Unita), supported by South Africa 
and the U.S. in its 12-year-old war 
against the Marxist Luanda 
government. 

It also did not mention the South- 
West African Peoples Organization 
(Swapo), which has fought for more 
than two decades to end South Afri- 
can rule over Namibia. Its military 
bases are in southern Angola, cur- 
rently protected by an estimated 
15,000 Cuban troops along the bor- 
der between Angola and Namibia.

Conservatives 
hold their 
conference in 
Jerusalem

The first world conference of the 
Conservative Movement, which 
opens in Jerusalem today, is being 
marked by a petition to the High 
Court of Justice and a Tisha B'Av 
demonstration opposite Hechal 
Shiomo, the seat of the Orthodox 
Chief Rabbinate. 

““We would prefer to dwell on our 
accomplishments." Rabbi Pesach 
Schindler, director of Jerusalem's 
World Centre for Conservative Ju- 
daism, told a press conference in the 
capital yesterday. The movement, 
he said, had always advocated a 
peaceful and conciliatory approach, 
but there was “‘a limit to silence.” 

The petition to the High Court 
concerns the decision recently by 
the Jerusalem Religious Council to 
withdraw its kashrut supervision 
and certification from the Centre's 
youth hostel. Schindler said that the 
decision to withdraw the supervi- 
sion, after 15 years, came following 
an attack in an ultra-Orthodox 
weekly on the rabbinate far granting 
kashrut certificates to non-Ortho- 
dox institutions. 

The Jerusalem Post has learned 
that there had been efforts by 
American Orthodox ' rabbis to have 
the kashrut supervision restored to 
the youth hostel. Following this in- 
tervention, both the Religious Af- 
fairs Ministry and the Chief Rabbin- 
ate had attempted to intervene, but 
they could not move the Jerusalem 
rabbinate. 

Leaders of the movement, which 
claims to be the largest Jewish reli- 
gious organization in the world, also 
protested at being excluded from 
the World Conference of Rabbis 
and Jewish Communities. organized 
by the Religious Affairs Ministry, 
which ended yesterday in Jerusa- 
lem. They were also bitter that the 
11 Conservative synagogues in Jeru- 
salem were not included in a list of 
Synagogues issued by the Jerusalem 
Religious Council.

THAT was a total victory for our side, crowed 
Hyman Bookbinder. The liaison-man be- 
tween the Jewish community and the Dukakis 
camp at the Democratic national convention 
in Atlanta was elated by the fact that the 
Jackson camp had dropped its initial demand 
for a convention vote on its draft resolution in 
favour of Palestinian self-determination. 

Had that resolution been put to a vote, it 
would most likely have gained the support of 
but one third of the delegates. But even in 
defeat it would have been the first such resolu- 
tion ever to be placed before a major U.S. 
party convention, and it would have marked a 
signal victory for the Palestinian cause. That 
was something Michael Dukakis, the Demo- 
cratic presidential candidate-designate, could 
not possibly grant, if only because it would 
have alienated the powerful American-Jewish 
community, Israel's political mainstay. 

But neither would it have been politic of 
Mr. Dukakis to cross up his main rival, the 
pro-Palestinian Jesse Jackson, with whom he 
bad been trying to mend fences. A compro- 
mise had to be struck, and it was. 

In considering the party's platform, it was 
agreed that the convention would vote and 
approve a Dukakis-worded resolution which 
urges U.S. leadership in advancing the Camp 
David promise of peace and security through 
negotiations between Israel and its neigh- 
bours; that, and not a word about the Pales- 
tinians, let alone about their claim to self- 
determination. By way of compensation. 
however, the issue of Palestinian self-determi- 
pation would be debated on the floor of the 
convention. 

Palestinian-Americans active in the Jackson 
camp, among them a recent expellee from 
Jerusalem, one Mubarak Awad, were jubi- 
lant. Although they had not secured their full 
heart’s desire, they had scored an historic 
first.

But it does suggest that America is finally 
losing its patience with an Israeli policy based 
on the maintenance, against all odds, of an 
unmaintainable status quo, in the vain belief 
that by some divine grace the Arabs will, later 
if not sooner, surrender to ineluctable fate 
and make their peace with a Greater Israel. 

Israel's ambassador to Washington, Moshe 
Arad, read the Atlanta signals correctly when 
he described them as spelling danger for this 
country. But the “intensified political and has- 
bara effort” which the ambassador is reported 
to have publicly recommended should be fo- 
cused less on Washiagton than on Jerusalem.

Some measures will inevitably take time to 
be introduced , but others cannot wait. Suffice 
it to observe that proper insulation of a 
fuel tank in an army car might have saved the 
lives of three soldiers on Tuesday.

I came to Israel five months ago 
from Boston. one of the most ex- 
pensive cities in the United States. 
There. | paid $7 for a bottle of Go- 
lan wine. Here in Israel, the same 
bottle cosis NIS 18 -- 12 bucks. In 
Boston. T would pay $1.59 for a 
bottle of Israeli grape juice. Here 
the same bottle costs NIS 4,50 
($2.70). 


What's happening is obvious. 
Wine-selling is organized in a gov- 
emment-mandated cartel. We pay 
extra here to subsidize the sale of 
our wine to the impoverished resi- 
dents of Brookline, Massachusetts 
and Scarsdale, New York. This ρον- 
ermment-mandated surcharge is the 
Same as a tax. and ought to be fig- 


ured into any caiculation of the tax 
burden on the average Israeli. 

A litre of “subsidized” milk costs 
us 99 agorot — about 60 cents. I paid 
35 cents a litre in Boston, without ἃ 
subsidy. Why does the “true™ cost 
of a litre of milk here approsch a 
dollar? The answer, I am sure, has 
to do with the fact that Tauva is a 
government-protected cartel. 

A final item, which I read in the 
Papers a few days ago. The govern- 
Ment was threatening to sue the 
beer cartel for failing to supply beer 
to various places around the coun- 
try. Is a lawsuit the proper remedy 
for a cartel’s natural inefficiency? 

Carteis for simple consumer items 
Protect nobody but the fat cats who 
run them.

PROPAGATING AIDS

Sir. -- I refer to two items in The 
Post of July 11 on the subject of 
Aids. One states that the Prison Ser- 
vice policy is not to segregate Aids 
carriers in prison but “to advise 
them about the precautions they 
must take to prevent the spread of 
the fatal illness.” The second refers 
to the blocking by Roman Catholic 
church leaders in the Philippines of 
an attempt to supply free condoms 
to prostitutes, on the grounds that 
this would appear to condone prosti- 
tution. A few months ago you re- 
ported that the Israeli authorities 
would not supply clean needles to 
drug addicts as this would give the 
appearance of condoning drug 


abuse. 


Between them, these three items 
deal with the three most efficient 
pathways by which Aids will spread 
throughout the world to the hetero- 
sexual population, and document 
the determination of supposedly 
tesponsible authorities to do noth- 
ing effective to hinder its spread. 
Perhaps if the first man to be infect- 
ed by an involuntary act in an Israeli 
prison chooses to bring a NIS 
10,000,000 suit against the Prison 
Service for negligence, if not com- 
plicity, it will bring one of these 
tesponsible authorities to its senses.

The Labour Party, he maintains, 
has a stranglehold of vested interest 
on the Histadrut and succeeds admi- 
rably in “scaring the workers” with 
the Herut bogeyman. “it's not like 
that in the Knesset. When it 
comes to national government, vest- 
ed interests don't work and people 
can't be scared any more.” 


THE FIGHT over entry into the 
Histadrut paralleled the battle he 
waged against Begin. 

As he tells it, Shostak became 
disenchanted with his leader's hell- 
fire tactics as Israel pushed into its 
second decade ‘and Herut wandered 
in the political wilderness, making 
only slow headway in each election. 

“‘Begin's concept — and he thun- 
dered it endlessly at rallies - was 
that Herut must break Labour's 
control and assume power alone and 
unchallenged. That didn’t seem a 
likely way to me. Jews don't like 
sudden revolutions.

There is a light of remembered 
battle in his eyes as he recalls the 
stormy days of the Free Centre Par- 
ty that be and Tamir set up in 1965.

SHOSTAK’S independence lasted 
until the past-Yom Kippur elections 
in December 1973, when, at the ur- 
gent insistence of Ariel Sharon — 
“the national hero” - the Likud 
came into being and, after “Arik 
tumed the world upside down to get 
Tamir back in Begin's good graces,” 
party peace was made. 

But it was Shostak, too, who had 
survived, and, in making common 
cause with a nationalist ramp of 
Ben-Gurion’s Rafi Party who made 
their way into the Likud with him, 
he had returned in triumph; be had 
not gone to Canossa. 

The Likud can be proud of its 
record, be maintains. The inflation 
of the Aridor period was ‘‘an acci- 
dent,”" an unfortunate result of the 
Likud’s sworn intent to “do good by 
the people.” 

“And we did do good. We got 
government off the backs of the 
pecple. We got rid of those ridicu- 
lous subsidies. We gave them free- 
dom, free currency, free trade, free- 
dom from the stifling protektzia and 
centralism of Labour. That was the 
real (“overturn”). You 
can't take it away from us. 

“Perhaps we went too far with the 
freedom. We lost control, that's 
sure. And people took advantage of 
us. Now it's time to bring some con- 
tro! back.” : 

DOES HE REGRET the Camp Da- 
vid Accords? 

“Certainly not. It’s true that in 
the cabinet I had reservations about 
certain clauses. But so did Yigael 
Yadin! And Yigael Hurvitz and 
Moshe Arens. And those two voted 
against [Camp David] in the Knesset 
too! 

“But I voted for. It was a great 


country, and it is peace, po matter 
what anyone says. And it’s lasted 
through the Lebanon War, and 
through what's happening now.” 

It is “the terrorist movement's 
stranglehold on all the Arab states” 
that blocks the path to peace now, 

“No, I don’t argue ‘not an inch of 
territory.” And that's not the Camp 
David fine either. Camp David 
leaves the future of the territories 
open to discussion after the autono- 
my period.” 

But he won't draw a map, because 
“it all depends on what sort of peace 
we're talking about. If the Arab 
States really are ready for peace, 
they won't care about maps. 

“There is no Palestinian people, 
in my opinion. There are only orga- 
nizations laying claim to tine, 
all of Palestine. And I believe them. 
Any apparent compromise that they 
make will be a iniery ς move only. 
They want us out Οἱ region.” 

Shostak is proud of the Likud. 
“It's the most Israeli party there is. 
It really represents Israel in ail its 
diversity — it's a blend of communi- 
ties, a biend of religious and secular, 
a blend of private enterprise and 
collectivism. ““The ‘camps’ in Herut 
bother you? What nonsense ~ it's all 
so provincial, just an outcome of 
election fever. So one of us wants to 
be accepted as number one. Bah! 
That's just a search for 
prestige. There are no ideological 
differences between us. 

“Take the Likud — I can’t go into 
it all, but if we look at our health 
policies, about which I know some- 
thing as a former health minister, we 
want a national health service.” 

Shostak blames the Labour Party 
and the Histadrut for foiling his bid 
to effect that reform, despite the 
seven years the Likud held sole sway 
in government, and as he looks at

JUST AS WE were beginning to 
relax, just as the Baroque mania 
seemed at last behind us, just as all 
the greats, the near-greats and the 
might-have-been-greats had all been 
trotted out in a frenzy of rediscov- 
ery, just as the erudite musicological 
throats had been cleared and it 


seemed that all the church attics of 


Europe had disgorged their forgot- 
ten and abandoned treasures — here 
we go again. Someone is back in 
those musty attics ferreting out

ἴῃ principle. this is not mecessarily 
a bad thing; with a whole generation 
of contemporary composers assail- 
ing the public with generally indeci- 
pherable music, the average bewil- 
dered listener ought to be grateful 
for anything he can understand. But 
this evening, subtitled in Hebrew 
“The Dark Side of the Moon,” lived 
up to its promise of shedding little 
light indeed on the intrinsic worth 
and attractiveness of this music. ihe 
two icipating sopranos were ill- 
heb endy both in terms of vocal in- 
tensity and colour.

A great deal of effort seemed to 
have gone into musical preparation 
of the works presented, and the pre- 
cision of performance details was 
remarkable. No less so was the 
wooden lack of spirit with which 
these details were strung together. 

Somewhat more fulfilling was the 
flute sonata rendered by Idit 
Shemer, and David Shemer did a 
yeoman’s job of providing keyboard 
and moral support for the entire un- 
dertaking. But these “lesser known 
pearls” from the Baroque era did 
not shine much more than the dark 
side of the moon itself.

The plagues of summer 


SUMMER TIME is pleasure time for most 
people. Longer days. vacation time, and 
whether you enjoy staying at home, picnick- 
ing, Camping, or going to the beach there's a 
lot to do. But there are a number of nuisance 
factors present in the summer that we do not 
suffer from the rest of the year. 

If we choose to picnic there are the uninvit- 
ed guests that want to share the table. One of 
them is so common thar its usual crossword 
clue is “picnic pest,” the ant. They seem to be 
everywhere. There isn't much you can do on 
the ground level to avoid these persistent little 
foragers, but if you choose picnic sites with 
tables then they are far less likely to find your 
food. If you get bitten by ants, and they do 
deliver an unpleasant nip, don't worry; wash 
the spot with water or a dab of cologne and it 
will go away. 

A greater nuisance is wasps. These crea- 
tures sting and their sting is painful. In most 
cases the victim is a young child at a picnic or 
at the beach or possibly just playing in the 
garden. The frequency of stings in smaller 
children is easy to understand. It isn't that 
wasps are attracted to the child, but that chil- 


dren are far more likely to have traces of & 


sweets on their hands and faces. 

The wasps are not after the child but the 
remains of that last ice lolly. Wasp stings can 
be prevented by being seeing to it that the 
children’s hands and faces are wiped clean 
after they eat anything. A bottle of water with 
about half a cup of vinegar to the litre can be 
carried and used for quick face washes, and 
serves as a simple deterrent. If stung, the 
quickest relief is to apply an ice cube to the 
affected area. But keep in mind that some 
people are hyper-sensitive to the sting of bees 
and wasps and need care at once, especially if 
there is any sign of respiratory difficulty or of 


AND IN SUMMERTIME there are snakes. 
Most of the snakes we encounter are harm- 
less, but few people are well enough acquaint- 
ed with snakes to tell the difference and most 
people are too frightened by their appearance 
to even.try. This year there have been an 
unusual number of bites from poisonous 
snakes, mostly the viper. No one is sure exact- 
ly why, but one possibility that has been sug- 
gested is that the large number of grass and

brush fires has driven snakes out of the fields 
and into garden areas. 
Snakebite is dangerous and steps shovid be 
to prevent it. Clearing away weeds and 
trash from surrounding areas helps, but 
snakes also seek the cool damp of the garden 
at times. Since snakes are what we commonly 
call “cold-blooded” animals, they not only 
depend on the surrounding temperature for 
heat and energy but have no built-in cooling 
system. When it’s too hot they look for cool 
places. They also look for moisture when they 
need to moult their skin, and since summer- 
time is growing time they moult then with 
greater frequency. 
One should never move around in heavily 
planted areas or in rock gardens in sandals or 
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sneakers. That is asking for trouble. Nor 
should one reach into concealed areas such as 
under plants or between rocks. If someone is 
bitten, keep calm, lay him down in a shady 
place, pack the bite with ice if available, and 
move him to the nearest hospital at once. 
If someone has succeeded in killing the 
snake, take it along so that it can be identified 
and the anti-venom given; if not, try τὸ 
remember what it looks like so that you can 
give its description. 4 
Incidentally, the rule for scorpion stings is 
the same. We have several scorpions in Israel 
but the yellow scorpion is the most dangeous. 
All of them, however, administer a very pain- 
ful sting due to the enzymes in their venom.

Deed special care. 
EVEN THE SEASHORE is not without its 
pests at times. Every few years the Mediterra- 
nean coast is invaded by vast shoals of jelly- 
fish. These creatures do not deliberately seek 
to sting anyone, they are far too low on the 
developmental scale to do that. They are sim- 
ply there and their bristly feeding aperture will 
abrade the skin if it makes contact. Since these 
creatures are practically transparent in the 
water, most peopie do not even see them until 
they have contacted them. The scratches are 
quite painful. 

Skin irritations are also common when there 


broken feeding tentacles and a mucoid secre- 
tion they emit can attack the skin even if one 
does not get scratched. Τὸ prevent this irrita- 
tion, it’s best to coat oneself well with an oily 
substance before taking a dip. Most suntan oits 
are too light to be of help, but olive oil works 
quite well. Both scratches and irritations are 
best treated by washing the area with a vine- 
gar-and-water solution or a weak solution of 
ammonia in water. But don’t use ammonia 
water around the eyes. There are occasional 
cases of a severe allergenic reaction to these 
creatures, requiring medical treatment. 

Do remember to take a good supply of 


᾿ mosquito and other insect repellent when you 


go picnicking or camping. A good mosquito 

repellent is usually quite effective against 

stinging μαῖα, and, to a lesser degree, even 
ies. 


At home, make sure that the mosquitoes 
that pester you are not home grown. Entomol- 
ogists assure us that a good many are. An old 
tin or other container in the yard that has 
some water in it is a perfect mosquito nursery, 
and so are your flower pots whether indoors or 
outside. Water that flows through the pot and 
into the bottom container is laced with organic 
material, and this is where mosquitoes love to 
breed. Make sure such containers are emptied 
regularly. 

A litany of such nuisances might make one 
wonder about the idyllic pleasures of ‘the 
good old summertime™ but, in the end, sum- 
mertime is funtime and a litte careful fore- 
thought can make the summer days happier 
days.

Probe now at an advanced stage 


Leumi investigation finds — 


no signs of fraudulence 


By PINBAS LANDAU 

The Bank of Israel's investigation 
of the personal contracts awarded 
by Bank Leumi to 25 senior execu- 
tives is at an advanced stage and 
may contain surprising conclusions. 
However, it is unclear when these 
results will be published. 

According to ἃ céatral bank offi- 
cial well acquainted with the pro- 
gress of the probe, there is no evi- 
dence yet to suggest that Leumi’s 
current board and chairman had en- 
gaged in a cover-up or bad deliber- 
ately fed the Bank of Israel with 
misleading reports. . ; 

Three government bodies are in- 
volved in the Leumi investigation. 
Separate teams from the Supervisor 
of Banks at the Bank of Israel, and 
the Securities Authority, are each 
delving into aspects of the personal 
contracts scandal. Both investiga- 
tions are being co-ordinated with 
the Attorney-General’s office, 


which will have to resolve some of 
the legal issues involved. ; 
The Bank of Israel is concerned 
with two that relate to its 
role as regulator of the banking sys- 
tem, One is whether the process by 
which the contracts were drawn up 
and authorized, in 1985/86, was in 


line with ‘‘correct banking 


This means that the contracts, 
covering as they did the employ- 
ment of the highest executive eche- 
lons of the bank, ought to have been 
brought to the relevant sub-commit- 
tees of the boards of directors, with 
all the terms and the full cost laid 
out for i and authoriza- 
tion. Their implementation should 
then also have been through the 
proper channels. 

Regarding all these points, there 
have been allegations of improper 

lures and, indeed, these were 
a primary cause of the resignation of 


Leumi’s entire board in January 
1987. a 

The second area of concern to the 
Supervisor of Banks is whether Leu- 
mi’s new board reported adequately 
and truthfully to the central bank, 
especially as it had a direct instruc- 
tion from Governor Michael Bruno 
to clarify the details of the contracts 
and inform him aig! τῇ 

According to . Shimon She- 
treet, the Leumi board member 
whose May letter to the government 
re-opened the “Leumigate” scan- 
dal, Leumi’s chairman, Meir Heth, 
failed to comply fully with that in- 
struction, and in fact obstructed pro-

Builders learn to live with the © 
unrest but are still worried 


Last spring, the building industry 
warned that it was on the verge of 
collapse. Workers from the territo- 
ties were not showing up at their 
jobs, slowing construction, boosting 
contractors’ costs and threatening 
them with huge losses. 

Today, the rate of absenteeism on 
the part of building workers from 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip is still 
high, about 25% nationwide, but 
the industry is learning to live with 
it, says Tzvi Friedman, a spokesman 
for the Federation of Builders and 
Contractors. Projects are still expe- 
tiencing delays but they have not 
been lengthy enough to upset their 
builders’ contractual commitments, 
which usually give a four-to-six 
month grace period. 

Nonetheless, the industry is still 
issuing dire predictions. “In another 
one or two months there will start 
being delays” that could land con- 
tractors in court. Friedman warns. 
And last week the heads of the Unit- 
ed Building Trades {nstitute warmed 
that thousands of workers would 
have to be let go because of the 
sector's troubles. 

Efforts to bring in newly retired 
Jewish building workers have failed 
while plans to lure demobilized sol- 
diers is a long-term solution that 
offers the industry no immediate re- 
lief. The industry has been pressing 
the government to allow contractors 
to bring in 2,000 foreign workers, on 


top of the 300 already legally work- 
ing here.

‘Would that help if 10,000 of the 
40,000 building workers from the 
territories fail to show up at work 
everyday? Yes, says Friedman, be- 
cause the foreigners do double shifts 
and their quality of work is better. 


HOW MANY ARAB WORKERS 
are, in fact, coming to their building 
jobs everday? The State Employ- 
ment Service, which conducts a 
weekly survey of building sites 
around the country, reports a slight- 
ly higher rate, at 80.4%, than the 
Contractors Federation's estimate. 
The figure has changed only slightly 
in recent weeks, but is an improve- 
ment on early May's 71.1% rate. 

The rate varies widely from one 
part of the country to another. In 
the Jezreel Valley and, oddly 
enough, in the West Bank, the ab- 
sentee rate was nil last week. Gush 
Dan, on the other hand, saw less 
than half its normal complement of 
workers show up; in Jerusalem, the 
rate was 89%; and in the south just 
under 81%. 

The survey covers only those 
working legally.

BEIJING (AP) - Consumer prices 
jumped 19% in the past year, the 
government reported last week, ac- 
knowledging the biggest such rise 
since China introduced market re- ° 
forms a decade ago.

Study finds: Stopping a forest | 
fire is nothing to lose sleep over 


If you are in the middle of a par- 
ticularly long and trying day in the 
office, a new study shows that it's in 
your employer's interest that you 
take a nap. But the nap will not stop 
you feeling tetchy. 

Astudy by researchers at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania has found 
that two-hour employee naps are a 
good way for a company whose 
workers are involved in “prolonged 
wakefulness scenarious” to get the 
best out of them. It also found that 
the employee’s temper — measured 
by 24 “mood parameters” — is not likely 
to have improved when he or she 
wakes up, even though performance 
will improve notably. 

Perhaps sensitive to the accusa- 
tion that naps are not the proper 
stuff of academic study, the re- 
Searchers insist that a growth in 
work around the clock means that 
finding a way of avoiding employee 
doziness is a “non-trivial goal.” 

As examples of where naps might 
come in useful, they cite the launch 
of a manned space flight, fighting a 
forest fire and trying to prevent 2 
nuclear power piant disaster. Where 
you take your nap in such circum- 
stances is not specified. 

The researchers say the lessons 


learned by subjecting 27 men and 15 
women to 54 hours of wakefulness 
during which each had to perform a 
variety of mental tasks, broken by 
one two-hour nap, apply more gen- 
erally as well. 

Employers who scoff at naps are 
“courting disaster.” says the study. 
“To search for effective Strategies, 
such as napping, that permit work 
while minimizing the effects of 
sleepiness is consistent with good 
planning and management.” 

The study also found that having 
decided to allow yourself 40 winks, 
it wilt benefit your employer that 
you take a nap as quickly as possi- 
bie. This is what the researchers de- 
fine as a “prophylactic nap." They 
noticed that their subjects per- 
formed better for more hours when 
the nap was allowed early on in the 
56 hour period, despite the fact that 
the prophylactic nappers got less 
and shallower sleep. 

The study, which was partly spon- 
sored by the U.S. Office of Naval 
Research, concludes that ‘napping 
holds considerable promise for real- 
world quasi-continuous work sce-

SEOUL (AFP) -- South Korea has 
spent one billion dollars to make the 
Han River sparkle, but, with less 
than two months left until the Oltym- 
pics, the waterway flowing past the 
Olympic Stadium is still badly 
fouled by chemicals and sewage. Of- 
ficials, who once compared the Han 
cleanup effort proudly to London's 
success with the Thames and Paris's 
with the Seine, acknowledge that 
the river is again rotten and foul- 
smelling. 

“It would be a shame to show 
foreign tourists here for the Seoul 
Olympics the dirty and smelling 
Han,” said a tounst official, who 
advised against plans to increase 
pleasure boat services modelled on 
the Bateaux Mouches in Paris. 

The massive expenditure initially 
showed some benefits. Fish and an- 
plers ‘returned to. the, river and 
ers oP ΙΑ pe a ban on ve 
ming. But local press re | have 
eee ee τονὲ 
grossly underestimating the task of 
cleaning the river. 

Several hundred kilometres of 
sewage pipes and four sewage treat- 
ment plants built along the Han are 
inadequate to cope with the waste 
produced by Seoul's booming indus- 
try and its 10 million inhabitants, the 
reports said. Seoul city officials say 
that, even with the plants working at 
their full capacity of three million 
tons, at least 250,000 tons of un- 
treated sewage are dumped into the 
river each day. Hundreds of small 
factories and plants are also secretly 
dumping industrial waste water 
down the drains to avoid high treat- 
ment costs, press reports have said.

AMMAN (AP) - Lraq. three-times 
winners of the Arab Soccer Cup, 
defeated Jordan 3-0 late on Tuesday 
night in a heated semi-final to secure 
a chance to compete with political 
rivals, Syria, for the Sth Arab Soccer 
Tropby championship today.

UK clubs near TV accord 


BIRMINGHAM (Reuter) -- English first division soccer club chiefs, 
embroued in a dispute over television which has threatened to split the 
league, have agreed to recommend acceptance of a £44 m. deal, 

Eighteen first division club chairmen, shifting away from an earlier 
stance, decided to recommend to the 74 other clubs that they should 
accept the deal with the Independent Television Network (ITV) at an 
extraordinary general meeting of the football league on august 8. 

The nine-hour meeting gave a new twist to the dispute following a 
gathering of first and second division clubs in London last Friday which 
had favoured acceptance of ἃ rival offer from the BBC and British 
Satellite. Broadcasting (BSB). 

The ITV accord would be worth £11 m. a year for four years, with every 
club in the first division getting a basic fee and those featured on 
television receiving an additional amount. 

All sides in the dispute were summoned to the meeting secretly after a 
court injunction prevented 10 major first division clubs from negotiating 
independently following fears of the creation of an elite breakaway 
“Super league’. 

“We had two proposals on the table and the ITV offer was the one the 
first division accepted,” football league chairman Philip Carter said. 
“We would like to think that the other clubs will view this deal according- - 
ly." The formation of a super league was not discussed at the meeting but 
the idea has not been dismissed. ‘We need to examine the future 
structure of the game in which a premier league is one consideration.” 
Carter said. 

ITV chief negotiator Greg Dyke said: “Obviously it is too early to say 
we have won. That depends on the other clubs. But it looks very 
encouraging now that we have the support of the first division clubs.”

Tyson changes mind -- to fight again 


NEW YORK (AP) - Mike Tyson, 
who said three weeks ago he 
wouldn't fight any more, has decid- 
ed to go ahead after all with his 
scheduled Sept. 3 heavyweight title 
defence against English boxer Frank 
Bruno in London. 

Michael Winston, Tyson's lawyer, 
confirmed that the fight will proceed 
even though Tyson, the undisputed 
heavyweight champion, is attempt- 
ing to break his managerial contract 
with Bil} Cayton, who arranged the 
contest. 

Cayton said an agreement had 


.been reached with Winston, who 


was hired by Tyson and his family to 
break the contract. ἢ 

“I will remain manager, of 
course, in all senses of the word,” 
Cayton said. “The contracts will be 
worked out with me as the 
manager.~ 

Cayton said that Jarvis Astaire 
would be the promotor of the bout, 
which is scheduled to take place in 
Wembley Stadium. A source said 
Tyson would receive $5 million and 
Bruno approximately $1.67 million. 

Bruno, a winner in 32 of his 34 
professional bouts, has not fought 
since his eighth-round knockout of 
Joe Bugner last Oct. 24 in London. 
Bruno is the top-ranked challenger 
of the World Boxing Association 
and the World Boxing Council. This

Donald Trump, the only one of 
Tyson’s new advisors who has been 
publicly announced, said through a 
spokesman that the fight should 
take place. 

“Trump has advised Mike Tyson 
that he should continue to fight, in- 
cluding the September 3 Bruno fight 
in England, and that Tyson should 
otherwise live up to the terms of his 
contract until such time as the courts 
rule on whether it’s valid.” spokes- 
man Dan Kiores said. 

It will be the third tout in Tyson's

But Tyson is attempting to break 
the contract, which has 3% years 
remaining. Winston said it has not 
been determined if Kevin Rooney 
will remain as Tyson's trainer. Ty- 
son said that Rooney would be fired 
as trainer if he sided with Cayton in 
the upcoming litigation.
